The long impending war between the 
President and the United States Senate 
ov er the matter of official appointments, 
a business which is made by the Consti­ 
tution a sort of joint nffaif between these 
co-ordinate branches, is now well under 
way . 
While it is claimed, perhaps with 
considerable truth, by the grav e and rev ­ 
erend Senators, that a great constitutional 
right is inv olv ed still T h e T e le gr a p h 
considers that the real practical matter in 
dispute is whether or not President Clev e­ 
land shall in any shape or manner be dic­ 
tated to in the distribution of the offices 
by the senate; a co ordinate power in that 
branch of the working machinery of the 
gov ernment. 
The civ il serv ice law pro­ 
v ides that the President shall not indis­ 
criminately turn out, before the time for 
which each office was appointed ex pires, 
an efficient official for the simple object 
of filling his place with a partisan friend. 
That is to say it is prov ided that a remov ­ 
al must be made “ for cause” —-specific 
charges should be made, specify ing the 
dereliction of duty which was the reason 
or pretex t for remov al. 
The majority in 
the senate claim that President Clev eland 
has ignored this law and therefore they 
desire to inv estigate some of his remov als 
and appointments. 
With that object in 
v iew the senate called for the papers, ou 
file in the appointing departments, which 
purport to be charges agá inst certain of­ 
ficials w’ho hav e been summarily dis­ 
charged. 
This would appear to be not 
an unreasonable request as the senate is 
DOW asked to confirm the appointments 
of officers whose names the President has 
sent in to till the v acancies made by the 
said remov als. 
In all cases where ap­ 
pointments are made by the President 
after the incumbents’ term hav e ex pired 
the senate has confirmed without question, 
but in cases wdiere the papers are asked 
for it is proposed to know whether or not 
President Clev eland is “ play ing fair” on 
his promises of civ il serv ice reform. 
It 
is claimed that he is not. 
It is said that 
he has turned out one “ offensiv e partisan” 
simply to put another in hi.s place. 
Sen­ 
ators claim that they hav e no objection 
to this, only they object to the 
under­ 
handed manner of tbe remov als, and on 
this they do not propose in the line of 
their duly as a co-ordinate branch of the 
appointing power to place their endorse­ 
ment. 
This is, in sliort, us T he T ele - 
OKAPii uinlerstands the controv ersy . They 
call for the papers on file on which the of* 
licial charges are made. 
The President 
refuses to permit these jiapcrs, which are 
on lile in the proper depurlmerils, to be 
furnished to tlie Senate. 
He claims that 
they are some sort of priv ate papers, !>c- 
longing to him indiv idually . 
Certainly 
this is a v ery strange claim to make. 
It 
is reasonable to believ e that any priv ate 
paper belonging to President Clev eland 
should not be placed upon the liles of the 
public office.- . 
All papers tiled in a public 
office hav e heretofore been considered 
nol in any manner priv ate |>a{)crs. 
In the 
simple matter of apiiointmcnts it must be 
acknowledged by sensible pt rsons that 
tbe Presitknt should hav e his own way , 
as ho is responsitde for the manner in 
which public business is conducted; and 
we presume that senators agree to this 
}iro{)osition; only now objecting to the 
manner in wiiich the Ex ecutiv e endeav ­ 
ors to make a high splurge ov er the v ery 
small matter of turning out one jiartisau 
postmaster to make place for another 
equally “ offensiv e partisan.”

N e w Y o r k , M arch 6 .—The great street 
car strike hero and in Brooklyn came to an 
¡end Frid ay resulting in a complete victory 
ifor the men. 
The effect of the stoppage of 
the street cars was very 
depressing on 
business in the shopping district 
«Shop­ 
keepers claim to have lost thousands of dol­ 
lars on the account of the stoppage of the 
cars. 
In the markets the effect of the striko 
was 
everywhere 
visible. 
The dealers, 
usually 
very busy on F rid a y mornings, 
were idle. 
One butcher said that he did 
[not take in a dollar during the morning, 
land his was not the only case. 
| 
Along Grand street, the scene of Thurs­ 
day's troubles, many shop-keepers saw the 
sun rise with no pleasurable expectations, 
and it was with serious apprehensions that 
the stores were opened. 
The policemen who 
patrolled in the vicin ity were b seeched to 
remain near the doors. 
The “ Sans Culottes 
were out in full force. 
There were evil 
faces among the multitude, with bloodshot 
eyes and disheveled hair. 
A 
riot would 
have suited thorn. 
No conductors or d riv­ 
ers |were in the crowd, 
and 
few curious 
people were there. 
Tho news of the settlement of the strike 
circulate i gradually, and as tho afternoon 
wore on and the street cars began to appear 
on all the lines, the big crowds of roughs 
and curious faded aw ay and the city re­ 
sumed its usual aspect. 
! 
A praiseworthy action of the strikers was 
the furnishing of men t > the companies to 
care for the horses, 
it is sai 1 that when 
the strike commenced £100,000 was furnished 
to tho executive board to carry on the war. 
The money came m ainly from labor organ 
izations, but two W a ll street brokers aro 
said to have subscribed £1,000 each. 
The executive committee of tho strikers 
issued a proclamation Frid ay, stating that 
the strikers had nothing 
whatever to do 
with th * disturbance on the streets and tho 
stoppage of cars Thursday. 
On the con­ 
trary, they did everything in their power to 
keep th * peace and protect tho company’s 
property. 
The Times, in an editorial on tho riots, 
says: 
“ There is one w ay of dealing with 
outbreaks like that of Thursday, and that 
is the prompt and vigorous way. 
Tho ar­ 
rogant 
an 1 lawless methods 
of 
labor 
organizations are becoming such a threat to 
invested capital and settled business that 
they are in danger of doing infinite mis­ 
chief to all tho industrial interests of tho 
country, and from that the laboring man 
w ill eventually suffer most.”

manship was like that of F. K* Kuinncr, who 
did some j>aragraph work at one time for tho 
treasury department. 
Confucius Is said to 
have been a kind of Chinese Mosos, and jkjo- 
ple who knew both of these gentlemen say 
that they had m any strong personal charac­ 
teristics in common. 
He was lx>m in Loo on J une 11), 551 13. C., 
and when ho went back there once to lecture, 
after he had ljecome a great man, he had 
only $7.50 in tho house. 
His old neighbors 
said that ho had beon very much overesti­ 
mated, and that they knew him when he was 
a boy. 
Confucius lost his father at the age of B 
years, and so had to rustle for himself, os he 
says. 
Ho was essentially a self-made man, 
and never wore susjteiulers, even in the best 
society. 
Ho wore a style of dress which has 
since beeorno very popular in China, con­ 
sisting of wide pantaloon and oolong cutaway 
coat. 
His complexion was a little on the yel­ 
low order, and his eyes were similar to each 
other, though a little inclined to sag at one 
corner. 
He became a school-teacher in the 
graded school at Loo, and carried cold fried 
pork and rat sandwiches for las dinner. 
Confucius was a great man and the leading 
humorist of his day. 
He published a small 
|>ni>er nt one time, doing all tho typographical 
work himself with a marking brush. 
His 
signature was a marvel of individuality and 
looked like the footprints of a kangaroo that 
hod Jksmi soared out of a mudhole and lit on 
a pillow-sham. 
But death has claimed him. 
Like tho Imin 
who hud done his chores and eji*cted the cut 
and blown out the gas, ho lay down to enter 
into the dreamless sleep which comes ulono 
to those who have done their work well. Not
